Aiuoiif; the throngs Wlio a*o out for 
this joyous seasou on the streets of Vic- 
toria, are a certniu few whose serious 
demeanors indicate that something bo- 
sides taking in the sights of the ehov: 
■windows is engaging their profotind at- 
tontfoll. A IDWilicipftl election is coming 
ou within a few days, and the caiuli- 
dates for the nldcnnaiiic board and posi- 
tions as school trustees nie Imrvestins 
hay while the stni shinos, liy a^iiin 
making acfinaintanco with that all-pow- 
ei-Ciil persona^'o in tlie city ut tliis trea- 
son of the year— the voter. 

From present indications, tlio vote 
polled this year will breaic all records of 
previous nuniicipal elections. This is, 
perhaps, due to a great extent to the 
e.xtrii interest -n'hich tlie labor organiza- 
tions are taking in tho matter. Up to 
•t o'clock yesterday all records for the 
registration of hoiisehoMers -were broken 
nt Mr. Northcott's ollk-e at the City 
hall — over 700 persons having declared 
.so far their intention of e.xercising the 
franchise. 

Nominations tor tho olllcos of tnnyor 
and aldermen take place at tlie Council 
ohamber at the Oity hall on tho second 
Monday in January, ibetween the hours 
of 12 and 2, and polling on the Thurs- 
day following. Polling for -mayor and 
cichool trustees -n-ill take .ilnce nt the 
Police court room in -the City hnll, and 
for aldermen at tlie ^Market bniblinp. 

A radical departure is made in con- 
nection ~\v\th naming tho lionrs in which 
polling shall take plnre. Under tho old 
act, tho lulling booths -were open from 
S a.m. to -1 p.m.; tinder the amended 
net. this has been cliangcd to 9 a.m. and 
7:oO p.m. Tlie keejiiiig of the polls open 
to the evening liotir nained is done witJi 
the object of making it convenient for 
workii>ginen to vote. 

All electors must be British subjects. 
Under the old act. all -wlio paid licences, 
foreigners included, could vote, could 
also foreign property owners. Again, 
license holders and householders must 
make a declaration tliat they have liecn 
continuous residents in the iiinnicipality 
for one year, and that they are British 
subjects. 

In respect to proi)orty owners, it is 
now wovided that they must have one 
hundred dollars' worth of property in 
order to qualify. Under tbe old act ten 

joint owners could vote. 

The "one man, one vote" iirinciple will 
prevail lliis year nt the municipal elec- 
tions. There will be no more voting by 
ono person in three -wards. Each elec- 
tor must vote in tlie ward in which ho 
residents. In the case where a voter re- 
Ki les outside the city liniit»!. he will vote 
ill the ward in wbich he has the most 
real estate. I 

TITE XEW iPROVISlOXS. 

for the information of all who desire 
to more fully understand the provisions 
of the new iict, the Colonist herewith 
prmlnees the clauses embodying the new 
provisions: 

"In <'ity niuiiii-inalities, any male or 
female, being a "British subject of the 
full age of twenty-one years, who Ih tho

But what is to be 
compared with the educated lady who 
IS also a qnack iloetor. who calls you in 
to roiifirui her own diagnosis, and -vvli') 
ciiuld do anything in nieilieine except 
write her own death cerliticato? There 
are jniuiy such iis she, and they llonrish 
bravely in the country. 

Yon niiist never he ill in the eoiintry- 
if you an.' ri i loci or~y,iii r iiatii'Uts lake 
it as a sort of personal slight. Von must 
not cough, eillier, for a doctor with a 
rough that he canuol cure himself cauii.il 
be mueli of a doctor. If you have iieii- 
raliria ever so had and the night bell 
rings villi innst go. It is no use your 
wife saying you are out. they know you 
are ill— jfur they know everytliiug about 
you in tho country; the age of your 
iiorsc, iind the ngc of your wife, and the 
ago of your coat; when j-nu are in and 
when yuu are out; where you were horn 
and where your grave will be; and al- 
most certainly if you give a dinner ]iarly 
Mrs. Ileavytoii's hyilroeophalic child, 
who lives tive miles away, knows the 
date, collects Ills epileptic fits as in a 
leash, iiiid wails for il. 

If I were giving aiiviic l<i a young man
